"It must not, however, be under- 


stood that the 
twp 'gold zqnes are 


marked out in a precise and unvarying 
fashion.

any large geological area,

diversified character.

the upper and lower zones approach 
each other very closely, and the inter-

fined too much on th,a hanging-wall 
and fopt-wall veins, and as yet no mine 
can he cited in which .there has oc- 
curred any systematic 
development 
of 


the 'caunter' 
and 
'greenstone' 
veins. 


For example, I 
was told by one of the 


old miners in Amador;City, who waS 
one of the men concerned, that in the 
early days of the Bunker Hill,a drift 
on the hanging-wall vein was inadvert- 
entlycarrie^ So,l} 
She .greenstone, 


and there struck a body of:ore. which 
was so rich that it/yielded $2,000 in 
gold for every barrel-full. 
Yet this 


was looked upon as a mere 
'pocket,' 


and when it was workedput no attempt 
was made to. drive fra the vein that led 
inja the greenstp.ne nprth 
south. 


.'/Again, in the -same Bunker Hill 


mine, a small caunter 
vein was a.cci- 
dentjy encpuptered jn the 400 footlevel. 
It was driven on for a few feet, and 
then widened out into a body of fine 
millingore, 40 feet in width and yield- 
Ing $14 per ton in free gold. 
This 


bonanza lasted down to below the 500 
foot 
level 
and 
yielded 
enormous 


profits.."

A writer of acknowledged 
ability 


gave considerable time to the study of 
miningand mines in Amador county, a 
few years ago, and we take ah extract 
from his writings as follows: 
. '.'Experience inallparts of the world 
has shown that the metalliferous. veins 
of each mining district have localchar- 
acteristics; and a knowledge of these 
distinctive features is required - for the 
efficient development 
of. the 
mines. 


The history of mining on the' Mother 
Lode inAmador County is an excellent 
case inpoint. For many years the gold 
deposits we're" believed', to ,be more or 
less superficial and pockety, and im- 
mediately a vein became poor in depth 
or' longitudinal 
extension, 
it 
was 


abandoned. 
Ata later.date 
the 'wis- 


dom of driving levels along poor veins 
until they opened out and became 
rich 


again was recognized; but the idea still 
prevailed that It was hopeless 
to pur- 


sue them indepth. 
Finally, a few ad- 


venturous 
spirits 
were enterprising 


enough to take up some- of the aban- 
doned shallow mines and sink the shafts 
a few hundred feet deeper. 
They then 


discovered that the barren zone was of 
no great magnitude, and that a second 
series ofrich ore bodies existed below. 
Itis now recognized 
by every mining 


or geological expert who has examined 
the mines of Amador county that there 
are two zones of gold ore Inthe Mother 
Lode—one extending from the surface 
to a depth of, usually, 600 or 700 feet; 
and the other commencing 
at about 


the 1100 foot level, and extending to a 
depth 
," at 
present ' unlimited. 
The 


Eureka mine, for example, at Sutter 
Creek, about 2 miles south of Amador 
City,has rich ore in theIbottom level 
at 
2200 feet from the surface. 
The 


rule of the two zones Is so general that 
as yet no exception Is known. 'Every 
mine on the Mother Lode that has had 
richore at surface or inshallow levels,- 
and has been sunk a few.hundred t feet 
below tholine at which the shallow ore 
'petered 
out,1- has proved richer in 


depth; and as there is no claim on| the 
whole course of theM.other Lode which 
has failedtq yieldrich ore in.its upper 
portion, so itmay be said, with literal 
accuracy, that there is no claim on the 
Mother Lode which willnot prove suc- 
cessful If properly developed. Ihave 
never yet- 


heard - of-,or met with,any 


other mining district of equal extent of 
which the same assertion could truth- 
fullybe made; and in this respect 
the 


MotherLode stands unique as a field 
for the certain and 
profitable invest- 


ment of capital. Insaying this, I, of, 
course, allude tomines whichreallyare 
situated on the Mother Lode.
